Coal, upon 
which all the other m ining industries 
depend for fuel, is treated first. 
The 
total production w as estim ated at 300.- 
000.000 short tons, an am ount consid­ 
erably in ex cess of th at brought to the 
surface in G reat B ritain and far be­ 
yond the quantity m ined in any otucr 
country. N early th e entire am ount w as 
consum ed at hom e, despite a m aterial 
growth in exports. 
The anthracite coal 
fields of P ennsylvania contributed one- 
fifth of the total. 
There w as great de­ 
velopm ent of the bitum inous deposits 
of Pennsylvania, W est Virginia. Ohio. 
Illinois. Indiana 
and 
other w estern 
states, and the softer coal entered to a 
greater extent than ever before into 
the m arket for com m crtía¡ and house­ 
hold fuel. 
The production and con- 
iynp tion of coke w ere also larger than 
e v e r before, chiefly on. account of the 
a ctivity in the iron and steel trades. 


The review er draw s attention to the 
oil discoveries in California and Texas 
and pronounces the latter the m ost 
im p ortan t since oil w as found in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
He predicts that both will 
h ave an im portant bearing on the man­ 
u facturing interest of the states named 
and in the southwest. 


The iron trades showed a production 
which a few years ago would have 
been regarded as im possible and the 
quantity of pig iron exceeded the out­ 
put of Great Britain and 
Germany 
aombined. Raw iron, steel and finished 
products were an aggregate parallel 
w ith that of pig iron. 
The enorm ous 
output was not in excess of the de- 
ipand and at the end of the year the 
grpat mills and furnaces were alm ost 
¿JÍ behind with orders. 
Every indica­ 
tion points to equal prosperity in 1902, 
for the larger plants have engagem ents 
now which it w ill require half of the 
year to com plete. Ore shipm ents from 
the Lake Superior region exceed i’0.- 
U00.00U tons. 
Export trade in iron and 
steel showed a m aterial falling off in 
com parison with 
1900, and the home 
m arket made up the deficiency. 


Gold production showed an increase, 
and amounted to betw een $82,000.000 
and $83,000,000. 
California, Colorado 
and the Black H ills region were the 
heavy gold producers. 
Silver made no 
gain over 1900, and copper fell off 
slightly—2,500 tons. 
The 
Lake Su­ 
perior region, California 
and 
Utah 
showed gains in copper, but they did 
not make up the shortage elsew here. 
T he refining interests drew much more 
copper for refining from foreign m ines 
than ill any previous year. 
There was 
som e decrease in lead, argentiferous 
lead falling off 20,000 tons and soft 
lead increasing 10,000. 
Zinc showed a 
gain, with M issouri as the chief gainer. 
E xports of 
zinc 
suffered, however. 
Q uicksilver and nickel m ade good prog, 
less. 
The chem ical industries depend­ 
ing upon native products made sa tis­ 
factory progress. 
In the non-m etallic 
m inerals, including cem ent and build­ 
ing stone and the clay products, the 
year was a very prosperous one.

Grand Junction, Jan. 3.— "The geo­ 
logy of Grand Junction and the valley 
of the Grand" is the title of a state­ 
ment issued today by 
Prof. 
Arthur 
Lakes, ol Denver, who has been spend­ 
ing several days in this city making 
expert examinations for the Western 
Slope Oil, Gas and Development Co. 
In his statement to the public Prof. 
Lakes says: 


“ Tho 
topography 
and 
geology 
around Grand Junction have consider­ 
able influence upon the possibilities 
of oil, gas and artesian water in the 
vicinity. 
The strata of the region, 
particularly the shales, are favorable 
to the occurence of oil. 
The Mon­ 
tana shales are the strata i..at at 
Florence on the eastern slope carrv 
our oil fields and the shales and their 
borizon are in the same relative posi­ 
tion to the coal beds above as a* 
Florence and Canon City wfin appar­ 
ently the same reasonable chance of 
finding oii in them. 


“ The valley of the Grand from north 
to south for many miles is structural­ 
ly and geographically an ideal one for 
artesian boring to a seam of water 
which we believe can be reacaed al­ 
most anywhere within 2.000 feet. The 
importance of this in a horticult.ini 
region and in the support of small 
fruit gardens and orchards 
in 
an 
otnerwise arid section is. we beliovc, 
worthy of the highest consideration 
of the horticulturalists of the Grand 
valley. 


“ The geological and structural con­ 
ditions are likewise very favorable to 
the accumulation of that best of fuels 
and excellent illuminant. viz.. natural 
gas. 


“ With these natural resources with­ 
in such easy grasp of the city it seems 
to behoove the citizens as well as the 
people for miles north and south in 
the Grand valley to try for tne pos­ 
sibilities of oil and the strong prob­ 
abilities of natural gas and the al­ 
most absolute certainty of artesian 
water.”

FO R C H IN E S E E X C L U S IO N . 


B y A ssociated P re s s . 


Washington, Jan. 6.—The senators 
and representatives of • the 
Pacific 
coast who have been considering a bill 
for Chinese exclusion have perfected 
a measure which w ill be introduced 
in both houses in a few days . It is much 
more comprehensive than any 
bills 
that have been presented heretofore 
on this subjcct, most of which simply 
provide for excluding Chinese or re­ 
enacting the Geary 
law. 
The 
bill 
under consideration contains 45 pages. 
It does not lim it itself to any term 
of years, as did the Geary act, but if 
passed in its present form would be 
perpetual unless repealed. 


The bill declares that all Chinese, 
other than 
citizens of the 
United 
States or those who are secured in 
coming to and residing in the United 
States under the present treaty with 
China shall be refused admission and 
returned to the country whence they 
came, at the expense of the transpor­ 
tation company bringing them. Trans­ 
portation companies bringing Chinese 
to the United States shall detain them 
until their right of admission shall be 
ascertained. 
Penalties are provided 
for not complying with the provisions 
of the act, $1,000 and one years im­ 
prisonment being the minimum, with 
a liability to forfeiture 
of 
vessels 
violating any provisions of the law. 


The only Chinese persons permitted 
to enter the Unted States under the 
act are those who have become citi­ 
zens by birth or naturalization, and 
officials of the Chinese government, 
teachers, students, merchants, travel­ 
ers for pleasure or curiosity, return­ 
ing laborers, who must have certifi­ 
cates, or domiciled mercnants. Chin­ 
ese coming 
as 
above 
enumerated 
must have certificates with a photo­ 
graph attached. 
The 
secretary of 
the treasury is to ask the Chinese 
government for the list of names of 
all officials other than diplomatic and 
consular officers who desire to visit 
the United States. 


Several sections are 
devoted 
to 
providing how Chinese laborers shall 
be registered and provided with cer­ 
tificates when returning to this coun­ 
try. 
Certificates for any Chinese la­ 


borer are not good after such laborer 
has • been absent. for two years. 
Do­ 
miciled merchants are compelled to 
file annually a' full and' complete re­ 
port of 1 the nature and character of 
their business in order to better lueri- 
tify them. 
No Chinese, except di­ 
plomatic or consular officers, are al­ 
lowed to enter the United States at 
any other ports than San Francisco, 
Port Townsend, 
Washington. 
Port­ 
land, Ore., Boston, New York, New 
Orleans, Honolulu, San Juan and Ma­ 
nila, or 
such other ports as the sec­ 
retary of the treasury may designate. 
Ports may be designated on the Can­ 
adian or Mexican boundary after con­ 
tracts have been made with transpor­ 
tation lines to comply with the act. 


Provision is made for the inspec­ 
tion of Chinese and enforcement of 
the provisions of the act under the 
direction of the commissioner of im­ 
migration; also for the deportation of 
Chinese who come to this country. Ap­ 
peals from the commissioner or his of­ 
ficers to the United States courts are 
provided for and 
the 
mctuod 
by 
which cases may be brought to the 
supreme court is defined. 


Following are the provisions rela­ 
tive to Chinese in the islands: 


That no Chinese person being law ­ 
fully in Hawaii or Puerto Rico or the 
Philippines or any other insular pos­ 
session of the United States shall by 
reason thereof bo entitled to enter or 
remain in the United States or any 
of the territory of the United States 
other than that in which he was in 
the first instance permitted to enter 
ot remain. 


The words "United 
States" 
wher­ 
ever used in this act, it is provided, 
shall be deemed to mean “ the lands 
and waters included in the United 
States and its territories, the District 
of Columbia. Puerto Rico, the Phil­ 
ippines and any and all other teiri- 
tory or possess'juis now owned or ..ere- 
after acquired, by the United States. 


Provision is made for the registra­ 
tion of all Chinese now in the United 
States, to be completed 
within 
¿ix 
months after the passage of the act. 
Each registered Chinese shall have a 
certificate with photograph attached, 
and those without certificates at the 
end of six months shall be deported.

Washington, Jan. 7— There was a fairly 
large attendance in the galleries of the 
house today in anticipation of the open­ 
ing of the debate on the Nicaraguau 
canal bill which had been made a 
special order for today. By the terms 
of the order the bill will continue be­ 
fore the house until disposed of.

whole (Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, in the 
chair) for the consideration of the 
canal bill and Mr. Hepburn (Iowa) 
the chairman of the committee on in­ 
terstate and foreign commerce, which 
reported the bill, took the floor to 
open the debate. 
He said the s u b je c t 
of a waterway across the isthmus con­ 
necting the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
had been in the minds of the people 
of the world for more than 4Oil years. 


In the United States 37 states had 
instructed their congressional delega­ 
tions to support a bill for an inter- 
oceanic waterway: all political parties 
had aligned themselves in lavor or it; 
the subject had been discussed in con­ 
gress; scientific societies, the news­ 
papers and on the hustings until there 
was now a volume of literature on the 
subject never 
before 
devoted to a 
single project. 


Mr. Hepburn said the report of the 
W alker commission gave careful ton- I 
sideration to 
every 
feature ot the 
work. 
The bill submitted by his com­ 
mittee proposed to concentrate all au­ 
thority in the hands of the president. 
It opened no opportunity for defunct 
statesmen or the pensioning of persons 
who had been passed in the race of 
life. 
It gave the United States the au­ 
thority to protect, defend and operate 
the canal. 
In view of all the reports 
submitted. Mr. Hepburn said there 
could be no question in the mind ot an> 
well-informed man of the feasibility 
and practicability of an inter-oceanic 
canal. 


Referring to the efforts of the Pan­ 
ama Canal company to build a canal 
by private enterprise he summarizes 
their effort as follows: 


“ The company raised $2ot>.0011.nun hy 
the sale of $43o.OOO.OOO of bonds and 
after eight years the managers of the 
company found themselves 'with the 
work less than one-fourth com plot cffiy- 
penniless and bankrupt in money and 
character.”

HE P E O P L E of D en v er seem a t last to have 
aw akened to a realization of the condition of 
a ¡fairs in th a t city, and a m o v em en t has beeu 
started outside of th e regu larly constituted au 
thoritie.- to put a stop to th e crim es of violence th a t have 
disgraced the city recently. 
T h e conditions in Denver, 
in fact, seem to a p p ro ach r a th e r closely to those which 
form erly led to th e e sta b lish m e n t of vigilance com m ittees 
in San Francisco and o th e r w e stern cities, and which 
had as their re s u lt a p erceptible th in n in g out of th e baa 
men of the com m unity and a p e rm a n e n t im p ro v em en t of 
th e moral tone of th e city. 


It is b e tter probably t h a t th e th u g s and m u rd e re rs of 
D enver should be han g ed o r sh o t by a vigilance com ­ 
mittee, or driven out of tow n upon orders issued by a 
secret tribunal, ra th e r th a n t h a t crim es of violence 
should continue, b u t it is c ertain ly a very unfavorable 
showing of th e c h a r a c te r an d intelligence of th e people 
of any city w hen re so rt to this kind of action becom es 
necessary.

T he city of open saloons, 
open gam bling rooms, cheap th e a te r s and oth er reso rts 
of vice is doing a g re a t deal m ore to produce m u rd e re rs 
th a n it is possible to do in o th e r w ays to p revent them . 
It is impossible in a city w h ere thp laws are loosely 
d raw n and loosely enforced, fo r th e police authorities, 
how ever e a r n e s t an d h onest th ey m ay be in th eir efforts 
to do so, to d etect crim e and to punish the criminals. 
The. efforts of a vigilance com m ittee m ay succeed in 
driving out of th e city, or out of th e world, a few of \ 
th e m ore notorious and d e sp e ra te crim inals, and the 
effect of th e ir acts m ay he to produce a salu tary terro r 
am ong th e rem aining m e m b e rs of th e crim inal class, but 
if the conditions rem ain lit for th e developm ent of 
crim inals a m o n g the population, and a ttra c tiv e to crim ­ 
inals from o th e r places, th e m oral level of the city can 
not be raised and crim e cannot perm anently be pre­ 
vented.

are not doing the am ount of business that they should 
with this class.

gifted by nature, but b etter advertised, are profiting by 
our neglect and th eir own 
enterprise.

tourist travel has been diverted just as the Gazette pre­ 
dicted it would be. and it will r e q u ir ' additional effort on 
our part to bring it hack again to us. 


All this is 110 fault of our clim ate or scenery or any 
nt Hir. n at'ira' advantag«« >i{v»n wh’ch our claims a^ a 
health resort rest. 
The city is just as attractive» in these 
respect» as it evrir was. and indeed the natural advantages 
have been increased and supplem ented by w hat has been 
done in the way of artificial improvements. 
Certainly 
no invalid wo^id prefer the straggling village th at once 
existed here to the handsom e city that now offers all 
m odetn conveniences ot life and many brilliant oppor­ 
tunities for business or professional caieeis. 


Vi’o are perfectly confident that it is only necessary 
.to take proper action along the light lines to restore 
Colorado Springs to its p reem in en ce as a w inter resort, 
city rt 11 d to accom plish for it all ihat has ever been pre­ 
dicted in those lines.

As a result of his observations. Mr. Woolley is of the 
opinion th at the world in generai is advancing towards 
tem perance, and he says fu rth er that "am ong all the 
greater nations. 1 feel sure that America is at present j 
the fa rth est advanced in the struggle for prohibition.” 


Mr. Woolley is uot tne first American who has gained 
in respect nnd adm iration for his own country by tra v e l­ 
ing in for- ign lauds. 
It is easy to find fault with what 
one sees in his ow n neighborhood and to think that, these 
things arc v.oise tnan they are in any o th er place In 
the world. 
Such appears to have been the opinion of 
Mr. Woolley during the presidential cam paign of 189« 
in regard to the drink evil in the L'nited States, and such 
also was the opinion of a more distinguished statesm an 
in regard to the evils due to the concentration of wealth, 
and tlie power possible under our law - for coiporations 
and [''lists. 
On the other hand, the untravelcd A m eri­ 
can is too opt to fall into a vainglorious opinion of his 
own country, and to brag without due reason of its sup er­ 
iority to other nations. 
Nothing is more healthy to any 
one desiring to form accurate opinions of public m atters 
than to travel in foreign lands, and we are not surprised 
that Mr. Woolley should have returned from his long 
trip with a better and sounder estim ate of social condi­ 
tions in this country and of the progress which his own 
countrym en are making. 
If he has also learned the 
truth, that g reat social and political rclorm s cannot be 
accom plished hastily, but m ust be the result of a slow 
evolution of thought, ch aracter and m anners in the body 
of the people, and th at legislation to be effective must 
be supported by the g reat m ass of public sentiment,, his 
trip will have been most valuable to him. and he is now 
in a better position than ever before to carry on the work 
of reform to which he has devoted h^s life.

LAND GRANT DECISION. 


Hy Associated Press. 


Washington, Ja n . 6.—In an 
opinion 
handed down by Justice Brewer of the 
United States supreme court today, the 
cross appeals of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad company against the I ’nlted 
States and the United States against 
the Southern Pacific company involving 
the validity of certain portions of the 
land grunts to the railroad 
company 
were decided. 
The cases 
involved a 
portion of the Southern Pacific grant 
which conflicted with the Atlantic and 
Pacific grant. 
The judgment of the 
court of appeals for the ninth circuit 
was reversed 
in both eases and 
the 
case remanded with the following in­ 
structions: 


To enter a decree quieting the title of 
the United States to an equal undivided 
moiety in all alternate sections with­ 
in the place or granted limits of the 
Atlantic and Pacific in California so far 
as _ those limits conflict with the like 
limits of the Southern Pacific, except­ 
ing therefrom those lands in respect to 
which there lias been some prior ad ju ­ 
dication, and to dismiss the bill as to 
other lands without prejudice to any fu­ 
ture suit or action.

phatic objection to “loo much China­ 
man" which is found among Ameri­ 
cans.

Clannish 
in the extreme, 
they divide the community against it­ 
self. 
I’nsanitary in their habits, ig­ 
norant of American law or its purpose, 
and 
looking 
upon 
this 
country 
as 
merely a place of temporary refuge in 
which to accumulate wealth to send to 
china, they detract from rather than 
add to the strength of the country as a 
whole. 
They lend themselves readily 
to the lowering of the wage scale, and 
the stimulus they give to local com­ 
merce is but a small ratio of the value 
of a norma! American workingman 1° 
nvory industry with which he ir brought 
in contact. 


San Francisco has nearly lT-.OOO Chi­ 
nese within the city limits. 
The e x ­ 
perience of that community with Asiat­ 
ics has not been such as to mitigate the 
feeling of antagonism towards an in­ 
crease in their number. 
Dr. W illiam­ 
son, 
president 
of the San 
Francisco 
board of health, in a recent report to 
Mayor Phelan, said: 


"Chinatown as it is a t present cannot 
be rendered sanitary except 
by total 
obliteration. 
It should be depopulated, 
its buildings levelled by fire, and its 
tunnels and cellars laid b a r e . 
Its oc­ 
cupants should be colonized on some 
distant portion of the peninsula, where 
every violation of sanitary laws could 
at once be detected. 
In this ailil in no 
other way will there be safety from the 
invasion and propagation of Oriental 
diseases. 
The day has passed when a 
progiessive 
city 
like 
San 
Francsieo 
should feel compelled to tolerate in its 
midst a foreign community perpetuated 
in filth for the curiosity of tourists, the 
cupidity of lawyers, and the adoration 
of artists." 


Champions of 
Chinese immigration 
can be found. 
Western railroads with a 
chronic shortage of easily driven and 
still more easily satisfied section-hands 
would not object to a more liberal sup­ 
ply of the same. The Pacific coast fruit 
growers, 
farmers, 
and 
lumber 
men, 
confronted with a big harvest, and no 
xme to handle it, would, in the height 
of their despair, agree to the admission 
of almost any form of human machine 
which would relieve the crisis. 


Large employers of labor who have 
suffered from the effect of prolonged 
controversy would feel more confident 
could they import a gang of coolies to 
take the places of American citizens.

grounds. 
Visitors admire the fisheries exhibit, 
but few of them realize that this won­ 
derful power from Niagara circulates 
the salt water, provides air for the fish 
and also keeps the water at a certain 
necessary temperature. 


Go where you will, on every side, tho 
marvelous force of roaring Niagara is 
present. 
Jn the Electricity building it 
operates the motor line ot' the telephone 
systems. 
It charges their storage ba t­ 
teries, 
runs 
the 
phonographs, 
com 
presses carbonic acid gas for the soda 
fountains, operates different features of 
the electrical exhibits, 
including the 
General Electric company’s series of a l­ 
ternating arc lamps, and the dome of 
the building. T his building is the main 
distributing station for Niagara current 
on the grounds, and It is easy to pic­ 
ture it speeding out in all directions to 
perform the duties required of it. 


Cp on the 360-foot level of the elec­ 
tric tower Niagara power is used for 
the operation of the big searchlight. It 
lights the fountain projectors for the 
water display, and operates the electric 
elevators that carry people high up in 
the tower.

Thoie are few words more frequently 
abused than the word "epoch-making.” 
Vet "epoch-making" is almost the only 
w o r d that adequately describes the re­ 
cent action of the Methodist conferences 
in giving women the right to sit in the 
general conference on the same terms 
with men. 
Not that the granting of this 
right will in 
itself 
revolutionize the 
Methodist church. 
It may be years be­ 
fore women appear at the general con- 
feicncc in 
any s u c h 
numbers as to 
alarm those persons who have a dread 
of "petticoat government." 
It may be 
tluu there will be little apparent change 
in the management 
of church 
enter- 
piises and in the tone of general church 
policy. 
But the mere 
act 
of 
giving 
women permission to enjoy the rights 
which are accorded 
to 
all other lay 
nit-tubers of the church organization is 
deeply significant. 


It marks clearly and definitely the 
tendency toward an increase of power 
for the laity and toward the elimination 
of distinctions in the lay body. 
The 
Methodist church is giving up the poli­ 
cy of clerical predominance. 
It is be­ 
coming a church of "the people." There 
is no doubt that in doing this it is a c ­ 
commodating itself to a drift of thought 
that is in certain quarters exoeedingl-! 
strong. 
It is gradually making it im ­ 
possible for the "liberal" and the '•in­ 
different'’ to say that "the church" is 
nothing but a small group of clergy and 
that this small group forces its opin­ 
ions oil everyone else. 
The advantages , 
gained are obvious. 
The church he 
comes more democratic. 
It represents 
more accurately the wiU of the m ajor­ 
ity. and to do that is to et>nftam io 
"modern American ideals."

PROTOCOL iETWEEN TtTNITED 
STATES AND NICABATTOUA. 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, Jan. S.— Some of the 
main features o£ the protocol between 
the United States and Nicaragua, re- 
ferred to in President Zelaya'a mes- 
sage to his congress have been made 
known In recent press dispatches from 
Managua. 
But there are many other 


important features which have not yet 
been disclosed, one of these being: the 
complete American jurisdiction and the 
establishment of American courts, civil 
and criminal, through a zone six miles 
wide and extending from ocean to 
ocean, and including the proposed ter- 
mini, Greytown on the Atlantic and 
Brito on the Pacific. 
The entire pb- 


llclng of this large tract also is placed 
in, the hands of the United States, so 
that'll has the power to preserve order 
and after that to issue judicial process 
extending throughout this zone. 
Besides the authority 
o£ American 


courts and oC the American police on 
the six mile zone, the chief features 
of the protocol are in giving a lease 
in perpetuity of this tract to,the United 
States and at the same time giving an 
American guarantee that the Independ- 
enco, sovereignty and Integrity of Nic- 
aragua shall not bo disturbed by the 
rights thus conferred upon the United 
States. 
No exact information is obtainable as 


to the price specified in the protocol us 
payment to Nicaragua for tha grant to 
this v't'Uiilry. u can be stated positive- 
ly, however, that this price is mucli 
leas than was expected when the nego- 
tiations were begun and that it is con- 
sidered by officers as reasonable, 
[t 


l« understood that at tho outset thft 
view In Nicaragua was that $l!0,000,000 
would be a proper figure for the grant 
to this country, .and about $.1.000,000 for 
Costa Hica's grant. 
But wlijle there 


is nu Information as to the Una I sum 
in the protocol, it IB known to be far 
shcrt of the above figures. As the ces- 
sion takes the form of a perpetual 
lease, it is probable that the protocol 
includes the feature of an annual rent 
aa purt payment. 


A prolocol with Costa .Rica, identical 
in form with that with Nicaragua ex- 
cept in the matter of price and terri- 
tory leased, has Jieen in course of ne- 
gotiation and it Is understood that a 
satisfactory conclusion will be reached 
with that government,

THfi Interstate commerce commission 


•vvlll begin a series of investigations in 
Chicago next Tuesday which are said 
to have for their purpose the gathering 
ot datn for a special message by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to congress. It Is said 
that in this special message President 
Roosevelt will deal with three subjects 
as follows: 
' 1—Railway combinations. 


2—The interstate commerce commis- 
sion.

3—Legislation 
governing interstate 
traffic. 


Originally it was the purpose ot the 


president to cover these subjects fully 
in his annual message to congress but 
owing to the inability of the interstate 
commerce commission to set all the

sage. The investigations which will bo 
made and which will supplant those al- 
ready made are: 


1—Tuesday at Chicago—The transpor- 
tation of packing house products and 
dressed beef.

lington-Northern Pacific-Great North- 
ern combination. 


3—Thursday at Kansas 
City—Grain 
and grain products to eastern and sea- 
board points. 


4—Friday at Chicago—Packing house 


products and dressed beef. 
United States Marshal Ames' deputy 


was busy toduy serving and trying to 
serve subpoenas on representatives of 
packing house Interests. He had six 
summonse/j and succeeded in serving 
two. 
Several of the men sought are

Medical collese has for several weeks 
been experimenting with an embalming 
fluid for which great possibilities are 
predlclcd. It is asserteil lhal this dis- 
covery Is superior to the embalming 
preparation used by the Kgyptians, for 
while trio Infusion will preserve the sub- 
ject for all time, humanly speaking, as 
did thai of Ihe anclenls, 11 prevenls Ihe 
shriveling up lhat was Inseparable from 
Egyptian embalming and it does not 
call for. the swaths arid bandages in 
which all Egyptian mummies'were in- 
cased. 


Tho principal experiment up to this 
lime has been upon the body of a dog, 
which was treated 30 days ago. Today 
It looks as natural as in life. It Is rigid, 
but In a perfectly natural pose. There 
Is no trace of odor about It, nor Is there 
any olher visible symptom of decay. 
Tesls of the fluid haw been made by 
Ihe demonstrator at the Memphis col- 
lege, and he is so well convinced of 
its practical utility that he will use it 
for the preservation of all cases used in 
the college. 


The fluid petrifies the body. Neither 
arsenic nor strychnine Is used In the 
preparation.

MOVEMENT1 TO COLONIZE 
THE JEWS IN PAL-tesTINE. 


By Associated Press. 


Chicago, Jan, 5.— Impetus to 
the 


movement to establish the Jewish race 
once more in Palestine was given to- 
night nt a mass meeting of Zionists at 
the 
Mcdinah Temple 
theater. Two 


thousand Hebrews, for Ihe most part 
supporters of the plan to open again 
the promised land for the chosen peo- 
ple, crowded the hall. 
The meeting 
was In connection with the annual con- 
vention of the western Zionists, whose 
organization embraces 10 states. 


The plan, determined upon at 
the 
Basal, Switzerland, conference was out- 
lined by Leon Zolotokoff, grand master 
of the Knights of Zlon, who said that 
the idea was to create a legally as- 
sured home for the Jews and a refuge 
for Jews who cannot be assimilated by 
the people among whom they now live. 


"We do not mean to take the Jews 
by the neck and throw them into Pal- 
estine," he said, -"nor do we Intend 
to transform the Jews over night into 
an agricultural people. Wo want to re- 
sume the broken thread of our na- 
tion; we want to show to the world 
the moral strenglh, the 
intellectual 


powc'i- of the Jewish people. We want a 
place where the race can again be cen- 
tralized." 
Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch gave ills views 


on the proposed movement. lit view 
of th? fact that the Zionists consider 
Dr. Hirsch's attitude on the question 
hostile to their plans greal inlerest 
was manifested in his remarks. 
He 
said: 


"I agree with you that the condition 


of 7,000,000 Jews n Russia, Roumania 
and Gallcia Is a blot on civilization 
and cries out to- heaven for redress. 
The world is stirred by accounts of suf- 
fering of the women in the concentra- 
tion camps in South Africa. No doubt 
their condition is bitter, but tho con- 
dition of the Jews In Russia is worse. 
Yet, 
while voices are raised In protest 


to England against her treatment of 
the South African woman, no voiee is 
raised in behalf of the Jews. Why?' 
Because they are Jews. What matters 
il thai Ihey suffer, Ihey are Jews. Be- 
hind Ihem stand no guns or armored 
ships. They are Jews. They have suf- 
fered 18 centuries; 
let 
them 
suffer 
more. Thai is Ihe condition which calls 
oul to heaven for jusllce and nol for 
charily. 


"I also agree wllh you that if these 
Jews say that they 
have no country 
Ihey are justified. 
Whal feeling Is 


Iheirs? They musl pay blood taxes to 
the czar, yet they are not treated as 
subjects. 
In Roumania they are de- 
clared to be aliens. The fault lies with 
the government of Russia. Roumania 
and Gallcia. It Is for thest Jews lhat 
the name of Ihelr country spells 'Hope.' 
I should not be a man if I did not realize 
lhal for these perseculed Jews, Jeru- 
salem spells reason, Justice, manhood 
and liberty. • 


"Shall we call them to America? I 
would gladly do so If their coming 
would be a solution of the problem. But 
it would not be. From the prey of Rus- 
sia to the sweat shops of America does 
not spell redemption. 


,"If your plan will offer a solution, 
lake him to Palestine and I will be 
with you and we will all work logalher. 
"I further agree with the proposition 
that in case the majority of the popu- 
lation in Palestine is Jewish, they shall 
have the right to delermine their own 
form of government. I agree further, 
that a government established by them 
would be in accordance wllh Ihe prin- 
ciple of Judaism and it would give *a 
model slale, 


"All 
you have to do 
lo 
convince 


us lhal your scheme is practicable Is 
to proceed from agitation to action, 
by colonizing in Palestine. 
"I have a nation. I will not ex- 
change , it for a nation In Jerusalem. I 
have my flag and I will not exchange 
it. I have a legally assured home, for 
after all. what we suffer hejc is incon- 
sequontal. Let tho Jew learn to strike, 
back w.nen he isftriic-fc and they will 
learn ..to leave him alone. His con- 
dition would bo bettered if be- would 
keep tho rest in .wholesome fear of a 
Jcwisli'flst and a-Jowlsh kick." 


At the business session, the conven- 


tion re-elected Leon Zolotkort, a.s treas- 
urer. It was voted to hold the next 
convention in Milwaukee.

THE DETAILS OF THE 


HOUSE DISCUSSION 


By Associated Press. 
"Washington, Jan. 7 — There was a fairly 
large attendance in the galleries of the 
house today in anticipation of the open- 
ing of the debate on the Nicaraguan 
canal bill wfiich had been made a 
special order for today. By the terms 
of the order the bill will continue be- 
fore the house until disposed of. 
Without preliminary business the 


house went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, in the 
chair) for the consideration of the 
canal bill and Mr. Hepburn (Iowa) 
the chairman of the committee on in- 
terstate and foreign commerce, which 
reported the bill, • took the floor to 
open the debate. He said the subject 
of a waterway across the isthmus con- 
necting the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
had been in the minds of the people 
of the world for more than 400 years. 
• In the United States 37 states had 
Instructed their congressional delega- 
tions to support a: bill for an inter- 
oceanic waterway; all political parties 
had aligned themselves in favor or it; 
th'e subject had been discussed in con- 
gress; scientific societies, the news- 
papers and on the hustings until there 
was now a volume of literature on the 
"subject never 
before 
devoted to a 


single project. 


Mr. .Hepburn said the report of the 


Walker commission gave careful con- 
sideration to 
every feature of the 


work. -The bill. submitted by his com- 
mittee proposed to concentrate all au- 
thority in the hands of the president. 
It opened no opportunity for defunct 
statesmen or the pensioning of persons 
who* had been passed in the race of 
life. It gave the United States the au- 
thority to protect, defer.u and operate 
the canal. In view of all the reports 
.submitted, Mr. Hepburn said there 
could be no question in the mind of any 
well-informed man of the feasibility 
and practicability of- an -inter-oceanic 
canal. 


Referring to the efforts of the Pan- 


ama Canal company to build a canal 
by private enterprise he summarizes 
their effort as follows:

Mr. Hephurn— The commission says

Panama proposition to soil for $40,000.- 
000, coming just as the house was about 
to act, and after a long previous in- 
sistence on $109,000,000, is suspicious, to 
say the least. 


Replying to Inquiries from Cannon as 


to the conditions of the protocol with 
Nicaragua, Mr. Hepburn said his un- 
derstanding was that $5,000,000 and $1,- 
000.000 were about the figures allowed 
Nicaragua and Costa riicti.

It will" be seen that President Roca 


has been prominent in national affairs 
for many .years'and has taken a fore- 
most'.part in international concerns. 
He Is colled a monomaniac on the In- 
ternational- boundary question, having 
pressed-it on several occasions. Presi- 
dent Roca has been called the "Diaz of 
Argentina" on account of possessing an 
individuality similar to that of the 
great president of Mexico. ,Had he in- 
deed be.en in continuous possession of 
the executive office since his first elec- 
tion to the presidency In 1880 and; like 
Diaz, .have become dictator instead of 
president, the condition of Argentina 
might'be different now. But there was 
a1 hiatus .of twelve years between his 


first and second terms, owing to -the 
law forbidding an executive to hold of- 
fice for consecutive periods. He was 
elected president the second time in Oc- 
tober, 1898, for a period of six years. 


In personal appearance 
President 


Roca more resembles the Anglo-Saxon 
than the Latin type, being fair and 
florid, tall and broad shouldered. He 
Is simple in dress and habits. 
- • 


President Roca's salient qualities are 


to some extent those of his Chilean ri- 
val, Don Jerman Riesco, who succeeded 
the late Federico Errazurlz as the chief 
executive of Chile. He is pretty well 
known as a politician and statesman 
and had sufficient influence to corral 
the votes necessary for election 'to the 
presidency. He h^s long been known 
as a quiet worker in politics, having.a 
local reputation in Santiago, where his 
chief labors have been expended in civ- 
il office. Still he is sufficiently a mill 
tary man.to appreciate the vast impor- 
tance of .an able army and has spent a 
great deal of time and money in bring- 
ing it to. a high state of efficiency. So 
also with the navy, which at one time 
was Chile's r'tgtit arm. President Ri- 
esco has given orders for the purchase 
of new gunboats and if possjble 
first class battleship for immediate 
service. 


To return to the Chilean president 


He is, physically, of an entirely differ- 
ent type from Roca, being dark skin 
ned, black eyed and of fiery tempera 
ment—a true "South American Tan 
kee." He is quick and energetic in his 
movements, forcefql in his speech, and 
the crisp syllables of South American 
Spanish Issue from his lips like bullet^ 
from a Galling gun. As he was-thor 
oughly in favor with the party of Erra 
zuriz. who was a. pronounced Balmece 
dist, he will probably carry out the pol 
icy of his predecessor and advance 
Chilean interests In whatever direction 
they seem to need pushing. : It is very 
strange to find in command three such 
fiery and energetic men as Castro of 
Venezuela, Roca of Argentina artd Ri- 
esco of Chile, men whose sympathies 
and aspirations seem to be in accord .on 
the vital questions of 'the day, but 
whose methods of operation .are some- 
what different. The prevailing'opinion 
in'North America that men of force arc 
to be found only in the north temperate 
zone, or at least far distahtrfrom the 
equator, wlilhave to be revised if the 
actions of these three furnish any cri- 
terion of character. . . 


Whatever may be asserted. of the 


Venezuelan Castro, it is certain that he 
is a strong man, though perhaps a mis- 
taken one. 
Roca i§ apparently the 
greatest statesman of the trio, having 
had a lifelong training in public af- 
fairs. He has been prominent so many 
years that his future can be pretty 
safely predicted from his actions In the 
past. It is, however, different with.Ri- 
esco, who is not only a younger man, 
being yet on the right side of middle 
age, but has not had Roca's wide ex- 
perience. Of the twain, however, it 
may be said! that they form the stron- 
gest pair of statesmen to be found in 
South America.

HE PEOPLE of Deliver seem at last to -have 
awakened to a realization of the condition of 
affairs in that city, and a movement has beeu 
started outside of the regularly constituted au- 


thorities to put a stop to the crimes of violence that have 
disgraced the city recently. The conditions in Denver, 
in fact, seem to approach rather closely to those which 
formerly led to the establishment of vigilance committees 
in San Francisco and other western cities, and which 
had as their result a perceptible, thinning out of the bad 
men of the community,and a permanent improvement of 
the moral tone ot" the' city. 
' 


It is better probably that the thugs and murderers oi.' 


Denver should be hanged or shot by a vigilance com- 
-mlttee, or driven, out of town upon orders Issued by u 


secret tribunal, rather than that crimes of violence 
should continue, but It is oertainly a very unfavorable: 
showing of the character and intelligence of the people 
of any city when resort to this kind of action becomes 
necessary. 
. 
' 


. The people of Denver especially, and the people of 
all cities in general, need to realize that it is not possible i 
to suppress crime by endeavoring to catch and to punish 
the criminals •after the fact. 
It should be always re- 


membered that;the wide-open policy1 in the city manage- 
ment Invariably tends toward the production of crime, 
and it does this both by attracting to the city the criml- 
-nal classes from other places ana by lowering the gen- 
eral tone of the community toward the point where crime 
becomes the natural and unavoidable result of the con- 
ditions that have been created. The city of open saloons, 


' open gambling rooms, cheap theaters and .other resorts 


of vice is doing a great deal more to produce murderers 
than it is possible to do in other ways to prevent them. 
It is impossible in a city where the laws are loosely 
drawn and loosely enforced, for the police authorities, 
however earnest and honest they may be in their efforts 
to do so, to detect crime and. to punish the criminals. 


; Tile efforts of a vigilance committee may. succeed in 
' driving out of the city, or out of the world, a few of 


the more notorious and desperate criminals, and the 
-Effect of their acts-may he to produce a salutary terror 
among the remaining members of the criminal class, but 
if the conditions remain fit for the development of 


• criminals among the 'population, and attractive to crim- 
inals from other places, the moral level of the city can 
not he raised and crime cannot permanently be pre- 
vented.

All this is no f'riult of our climate, or scenery or any. 


of the natural adrantages upon which our claims as a 
icalth resort rest. 
The city is just as attractive, in these 


respects as it ever was, and indeed tho natural advantages 
lave been increased and supplemented by what has been 
lone in the way 'tit artificial Improvements. Certainly 
no invalid would prefer the straggling village that once 
existed here to the handsome city that now offers all 
modern conveniences ot life and many brilliant oppor- 
unities for business or professional careers.

OHN G. WOOLLEY, the notfed prohibition speaker 


und leader has just returned from a seven months 
trip around the globe 
which was taken for the 


purpose of studying the condition of the 
liqlipr 


traffic in foreign lands. 


As a result of his observations, Mr. Woolley is of the 


opipion that the world in general is advancing towards 
temperance; and he says further that "among all the 
greater nations, 1 feel sure that America is at'present 
the farthest advanced in the struggle for prohibition." 


Mr. Woolley Is not tne first American who has gained 


in respect and admiration for his own country by travel- 
Ing in foreign lauds. 
It is easy to find fault with what 


one sees in his own neighborhood and to think that these 
things are worse tnan they are in any other place in 
the world. 
Such appears to have been the opinion of 


Mr.- Woolley during the presidential campaign of 1806 
in regard to the drink evil in the United States, and such 
also was the opinion of a more distinguished statesman 
in regard to the evils due to the concentration of wealth,* 
and the power possible under our law.s for corporations 
and trusts. 
On the other hand, the tmtravclcd Ameri- 


can is loo apt to fall into u vainglorious opinion of his 
own country, and to brag without due reason of its super' 
lorlty to other nations. 
Nothing is more healthy to any 


one desiring to form accurate opinions of public matters 
than to travel In foreign lands, and we are not surprised 
that Mr. Woolley should have returned from his long 
trip with a better and sounder estimate of social condi- 
tions in this country and of the progress which his own 
countrymen are making. 
If he has also learned the 


truth, that groat social and political reforms cannot bo 
accomplished hastily, but must be the result of a slow 
evolution of thought, character and manners In tho body 
of the people, and that legislation to be effective must 
be supported by the great mass of public sentiment, his 
trip will have been most valuable to him, and he is now 
In a better position than ever before to carry on the work 
of reform to which he has devoted bis life.

Nogaunee. Mich., Jun. 7.—The most 


distressing accident occurring in this 
country for years occurred at the No- 
gaunee mine today noon, when, by a 
cave-In, the lives'of 13 to 17 miners arc 
thought to have been lost. The cave-In 
was at the bottom of the old shaft. Had 
it. occurred half an hour sooner about 
IfiO men would have been killed.

WILLIAM WILLIAMS, married. 
JOHN SULLIVAN, single.

Thus far but one body has been taken 


out, 
that of Hunlalla and one man was 
rescued alive. 
It is thought the other bodies cannot 
be reached within 24 hours. 
The minor rescued is Domlnico Basso, 
an Italian. Basso describes the disas- 
ter in the mine as follows: 
/ 
"We were seated around the pump at 
the bdttom'of the shaft, when, without 
any warning, thousands of tons of ore 
cattle"down.' I remembered no more un- 
til'I heard the sound of picks and shov- 
els in the hands of rescuers, and their 
shouts. I was in total darkness and 
my feelings cannot he described. What 
seemed 'ages • to me was but minutes. 
When rescuers found me I was 75 
feet from the place where I was sitting 
and found myself in a drift. How I got 
there is a mystery, but can only be ac- 
counted for .by the concussion of the 
wind."

Clannish in the extreme, 


they divide the community against it- 
self. 
Unsanitary in their habits, ig- 
norant of American law or Us purpose, 
and looking .upon this country as 
merely a place of temporary refuge in 
which to accumulate wealth to send to 
China, they detract from rather than 
add to the strength of the country as a 
whole. They lend themselves readily 
to the lowering of the wage scale, and 
the stimulus they give to local com- 
merce is but a small ratio of the value 
of a normal American workingman to 
every Industry with which he Is brought 
in contact. 
San Francisco haa nearly 10,000 Chi- 


nese;., within the city limits. The ex- 
perience of that community with Asiat- 
ics has not been such as to mitigate the 
feeling of antagonism towards an in- 
crease in their number. Dr. William- 
son, 
president of the San Francisco 
board of health, In a recent report IP 
Mayor Phelan, said: 
"Chinatown as It is at present cannot 
bo rendered sanitary except by total 
obliteration. It should be depopulated, 
its buildings levelled by. fire, and its 
tunnels and cellars laid bare. Its oc- 
cupants should be colonized pn some 
distant portion of. the peninsula, where 
every violation of sanitary laws could 
at once be detected. In this arild in no 
other way will there be safety from the 
invasion and propagation of Oriental 
diseases/ The day has passed when a 
progressive city like San Francsico 
should feel compelled to tolerate in its 
midst a foreign community perpetuated 
in filth for the curiosity of tourists, the 
cupidity of lawyers, and the adoration 
of artists." 
Champions of Chinese immigration 
can be found. Western railroads with a 
chronic shortage of easily driven and 
still more easily satisfied section-hands 
would not object to a more liberal stiP- 
ply-of the same. The Pacific const fruit 
growers, farmers, and lumber men, 
confronted with a big harvest, and no 
tine to handle it, would, in the height 
of their despair, agree to the admission 
of almost any form of human machine 
which would relieve the crisis. 
Large employers of labor who have 
suffered'from the effect of prolonged 
controversy would feel more confident 
could they Import a gang of coolies to 
take the places of American citizens. 
Discouraged 
housewives 
who have 
struggled with the servant question, 
and finally solved it by employing a 
capable Chinese "boy," would like to 
see more of them in the country to 
lower- the price the Chinamen are now- 
able to ask for household service. Add 
to these a few theorists, a few mer- 
chants who would extend American 
trade in China for a quid pro quo, a 
few 
sentimental sympathizers 
with 
Minister Wu, and all those who believe 
that this country should chance the 
dangers of the "yellow peril," .have been 
catalogued.—(Harper's Weekly.

from his path another rival for the 1004 
nomination, Senator Dolllver aspiring 
very strenuously to reach the highest 
office in the gift of the people. As mat- 
ters now stand, both senators

Io\va are expected to loyally support 
Mr. Roosevelt in the next Republican 
national convention. 


All of which goes to show that the 
president is an extremely capable poli- 
tician along practical lines. 
Shrewd 
plotters and enemies of Roosevelt with- 
in the Republican organization, will flrid 
that they are arrayed against a man 
who can give them all the fighting they 
want, and probably a great deal more 
than they will relish. The Impending 
developments expected from further 
changes in the Roosevelt cabinet will 
be possessed of a. peculiar Interest. The 
president's opening plays have been 
strong and characteristic. 
But the day is not far distant when 
Iowa will have a president of the Unit- 
ed States. The middle west, of which 
Iowa is a very Important part, will de- 
mand greater recognition than has been 
accorded in the past.

No more eloquent 
tribute to 
Americanization could be 
written than this paragraph in Governor 
Hunt's report: 
"Tranquility and contentment prevail 


in Puerto Rico: schools have multiplied: 
railroads aro being constructed: the 
commerce of the island has been devel- 
oped and exports have Increased; agri- 
culture has become more profitable, 
roads are being built and debts arc be- 
ing paid. Tolerance of opinion has be- 
come more common, former antagonism 
being forgotten." 


Women in Methodism. 
(Chicago Tribune.) 


There are few wovds more frequently 
abused than the word "epoch-making." 
Yet "epoch-making" is almost the only 
word that adequately describes the re- 
cent action of the Methodist conferences 
in giving wopien the right to sit in the 
general conference on the same terms 
with men. Not that the granting of this 
right will In itself revolutionize the 
Methodist church. It may be years be- 
fore women appear at the general con- 
ference in any such numbers as to 
alarm those persons who have a dread 
oi "petticoat government." It may be 
that there will be little apparent change 
in the management of church enter- 
prises and in the tone of general church 
policy. But the mere act of giving 
women permission to enjoy the rights 
which are accorded to all other lay 
members of the church organization is 
deeply significant. 


It marks clearly and definitely the 
tendency toward an increase of power 
for the laity and toward the elimination 
of distinctions in the lay body. The 
Methodist church is giving up the poli- 
cy of clerical predominance. It is be- 
coming a. chuvch of. "tho people." There 
is no doubt that in doing this it is ac- 
commodating itself to a drift of thought 
that is in certain quarters exceeding}; 
strong. It is gradually making it im- 
possible for the, "liberal" and the "in- 
different" to say that "tho church" is 
nothing but a small group of clergy and 
that this small group forces its opin- 
ions on everyone else. The advantages 
gained arc obvious. Tho clum-h be- 
comes more democratic. It represents 
more accurately the will of the m»Jcu-~ 
Ity, and to do that Is to contonn to 
"modern American ideate." 


Yet the policy embodied in fh» 
is certainly not to he found In tho 
inal purpose pt the MethodtHt chunoh. 
When Wesley laid hands on Cnke thars 
Is ovary reason fcu believe that he In- 
tended nu diminution of clerical 
arid'for many years after that turns 
control of the church was undoubtedly 
lodged in the hands of the "ordained 
ministry."

(Chicago Tribune.) 


The Railway Age has prepared an 
xceedlngly careful and, as far as such 


thing Is possible, an exact computa- 
on of the number of miles of railway 
uilt In this country in 1901. The re- 
ult Is a bit of statistical information 
ist seems likely to dispel the notion 
hat the era of railway building has 
ome and gone. 
During 1901 thei number of miles of 
raci- laid in the United States has 
een 5.057. This Is the largest showing 
Ince the year 1890. when the number 
f miles laid was 5,670. From 1890 to 
897 there was a rapid decline. It be- 
an just before the panic of 1893 and 
ontlnued until the victory of honest 
laney was assured. .In 1896 low water 
rnark. was reached and the number of 
rai|es laid was only 1,848. 
The year 


fwas almost as bad as Its predeces- 


or. ;but with 1898 b?gan a new period 
f prosperity. Men regained confidence, 
loney began to be plentiful. The more 
nexplolted parts of the country began 
o attract the attention o; investors. 
Hence the years 1898, 1899. 1900 and 1901 
" jve witnessed a revival of railroad 
gliding that Is as gratifying as any 
ther sign of good times that the count- 
y carl show. 
Some people have supposed that the 
"tilted States has already provided it- 
elf with all the railway tracks it needs, 
and with regard to certain parts of the 
ountry these people may 
be right. 


There are other parts, however, which 
have not yet attained to a tithe of the 
levelopment which the near- future Is 
preparing for them. In such regions 
railroad building is still necessary.
